a Pretext to begin a Commotion. I perſuade My ſelf therefore; You will 


never conſent that the leaſt Thing ſhonld he done, that may diſturb the

Open your Self to Me with the ſame Freedom I do. to You, and 


propoſe whatever You think may contribute to the Security of the Suc- 


ceſſion: I will come into it with Zeal, provided that it do not dero- 
gate from My Dignity, which I am reſolv'd to maintain.
